Shortly  aft^r  Mr.  Donald  Nelson  apT)ointc-d  Mr,  William  M.  Jef~ 
fers  to  be  Rubber  Administrj^tor,  I  discussed  ^-ith  Mr.  ilelson  the  iDroblera  of  co- 
ordinating information  on  the  rubber  -Drogiam.     Mr.  IMson  and  I  agreed  Vivon  the 
following  formula. 

Res-nonsibility  for  all  informational  and  promotional  activities  relating  to  rub- 
ber will  be  centered  in  the  Division  of  Information,  V'ar  Production  Board;  these 
activities  '-ill  be  subject  to  the  usual  clearances  by  the  Bureau  of  Camrjaigns  of 
thv  Office  of  War  Information;  the  Office  of  War  Information  will  coordinate  the 
activities  of  the  'vTB  Division  of  Information  with  related  iDrogr^^ms  that  may  be 
carried  on  by  other  interested  agencies  operating  in  accorda.nce  with  directives 
from  the  Ru>ber  Administrator. 

This  will  effect  centralized  control  over  informational  and  promotional  activities, 
will  permit  each  agency  to  nlay  its  proper  part  in  the  program,  and  will  result 
in  a  minimum  of  confusion  so  fr^.r  as  the  gexneral  public  is  concerned. 

I  would  aT)T)reciate  it  if  you  would  advise  those  members  of  your  staff  who  are 
concerned  with  rubber  th-t  -11  public  information  on  the  subject  should  be  cle-red 
through  this  Office."
